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Junior scientists attract 1,500 to Elliott 



The 19th Vancouver Island Regional Science Fair 
included 68 elementary and high school students with 
their scientific research projects and more than 1,500 
spectators. The fair was held in the Elliott Building 
April 13 and 14. The event is sponsored by the Society for 
the Advancement of Young Scientists, a volunteer group 
of teachers and scientists who organize and judge the 
exhibits. It has been hosted by UVic for the past three 
years. This year’s organizing committee included Dr. 
Tom Mace (Biology), Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemistry) and 
Dr. Gerald Poulton (Chemistry), from UVic, and local 
science teachers Mel Sudeith and Karl Rieche. More 
than 40 other scientists, teachers and businessmen par¬ 
ticipated in judging the exhibits. Overall winner was 
Brad Forth, a grade 10 student at Glenlyon Preparatory 
School, for his project on Computer Genetic Analysis. 
The junior division top award went to Philip Spencer, in 
gfade 9 at Glenlyon Preparatory School, for his display 
of Wave Motion and Interference. First prize at the ele¬ 
mentary level was awarded to Margaret Orme, in grade 
7 at Gordon Head Elementary, for her work on Size 
Constancy.

Where are seniors? 


Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemistry), UVic 
liaison officer for the 19th Van¬ 
couver Island Regional Science 
Fair has mixed feelings about the 
success of the fair held at UVic 
April 13 and 14. 

“It was a tremendous success as 
always, but I am extremely disap¬ 
pointed that there was only one 
Grade 11 entry and none from the 
Grade 12 level. There is something 
very wrong somewhere. I would like 
to know what is happening in the 
school system when there is such 
tremendous response from the jun¬ 
ior and intermediate grades and no 
response at all at the senior level.” 

Mitchell says the President’s 
Scholarship of $250 will not be 
awarded for the second time 


because it is designated for senior 
students who participate in the fair. 

Science Fair chairman Dr. Tom 
Mace (Biology) and Mitchell say it 
is largely the teachers who make 
the difference in whether students 
enter projects. 

“We see a whole class submit 
entries from a particular school. If 
that class’s teacher moves to a dif¬ 
ferent school, the entrants start 
coming from there. This seems to 
indicate that the enthusiasm and 
interest of science teachers have a 
lot to do with students organizing 
and completing research projects,” 
the organizers agree. 

Mitchell is one of six directors of 
the Society for Young Scientists 
which sponsored the fair.

Drolet: energy expert speaks 


Dr. Jean Paul Drolet, senior assistant dep¬ 
uty minister in the Department of Energy, 
Mines and Resources Canada will speak at 
the UVic Alumni Association's 1980 Gen¬ 
eral Meeting. The meeting begins with 
dinner at 7 p.m. April 29 at the UVic 
Faculty Club. 

Drolet will speak on mineral resources 
and energy reserves in a national and 


international perspective. 

In his letter accepting the speaking invi¬ 
tation, Drolet noted that an increased 
awareness about the finite nature of non¬ 
renewable resources has “presented the 
world of producers and consumers with a 
series of problems that can hardly be 
divorced from political considerations. Our 
concern is no longer for energy resources, 
the problem has become global for a 
number of other raw materials. ,, 

Drolet holds a B.A. and B.Sc. from 
Laval University in mining engineering 
and M.Sc. in mineral economics and min¬ 
ing engineering from Columbia Univer¬ 
sity. He also holds honorary doctorates in 
science from McGill and Laurentian 
Universities. 

Drolet has published extensively on 
mining and mineral economics, and has 
lectured for the past 15 years at McGill Uni¬ 
versity in those fields. 

He is a member of the Board of Uranium 
Canada Ltd.; the Royal Canadian Mint; 
the Centre for Resource Studies at Queen's 
University, Kingston, Ontario; and the 
Royal Canadian Geographical Society. 

He was national president of the Cana¬ 
dian Institute of Mining and Metallurgy 
for 1978-79 and has received awards from 
that association in recognition of outstand¬ 
ing service to the Canadian mineral 
industry. 


Rural students want residences 


President Dr. Howard Petch is convinced 
that the availability of residences is one 
key to accessibility to universities for stu¬ 
dents from non-metropolitan areas of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

And he has the statistics to prove it. 

Petch said there was a 20 per cent 
increase in students from rural areas 
enrolled at UVic with the opening of new 
residences for 300 students at UVic in 1978. 

“There is no doubt that the availability 
of residence accommodations helps rural 
students," said Petch. 

Petch has long been campaigning for 
financial recognition of the difficulties of 
students from non-metropolitan areas who 
wish to attend university. 

“Last year 45 per cent of our first-year 
students came from areas outside Greater 
Victoria and the Lower Mainland," he 


said. “At Simon Fraser University, 13 per 
cent of their first-year students were from 
non-metropolitan areas while 30 per cent of 
UBC first-year students were from non¬ 
metropolitan areas." 

UVic is now preparing plans for addi¬ 
tional student residences after a recent 
change in policy by the Universities Coun¬ 
cil of British Columbia (UCBC). 

UCBC had a policy of refusing to 
finance the construction of new residences 
but this year announced that it will contrib¬ 
ute to the construction of new residences. 

There are now 900 residence places on 
campus and close to 3,000 requests for 
applications for residence in September. As 
of April 11, Housing Services had received 
1,392 completed applications for residence 
including $50 deposits. 


Videotaping counsellor’s role 


Dr. Vance Peavy (Education) and four 
graduate students in counselling psychol¬ 
ogy have produced a videotape designed to 
provide information to the public about the 
role of the counselling psychologist. 

The videotape covers three areas where 
the counselling psychologist can play a sig¬ 
nificant part in assisting an individual in 
solving personal problems. 

The videotape explores the role of the 
counsellor in an educational setting deal¬ 
ing with a student's study problems, in 
grief counselling to assist re-orientation to 
active life after the loss of a spouse, and 
personal counselling for career women suf¬ 
fering the stress of accommodating job and 
family needs.

Faces

Betty Saunder's job is one of a kind 
at UVic. And this secretary and 
assistant to the editor of The Mala- 
hat Review feels there is no job 
she would rather have. 

“It's been a job where I can hon¬ 
estly say that I've never, ever not 
wanted to come to work," said 
Saunders happily during a talk in 
The Malahat’s new quarters on 
the third floor of the new wing of the 
Clearihue. 

It’s not the hours that makes 
Saunder's job so ideal, although she 
has always preferred part-time 
employment and finds the approxi¬ 
mate four-hour days she puts in at 
UVic quite suitable. “Really, it's 
more than four hours. But it's the 
sort of job where you get interested 
in something and hate to see the 
time go by.” 

Nor does this gardening lover 
owe her content to her office setting, 
which overlooks the newly- 
cultivated rhododendron and aza¬ 
lea gardens in the Clearihue 
courtyard. She began enjoying her 
job when she joined The Malahat 
in its old office in the huts, and con¬ 
tinued to enjoy the work through 
five moves UVic's International 
Quarterly made in as many years, 
before it found its permanent home. 

Although she's not fazed by fig¬ 
ures and budgets, having pre¬ 
viously worked for a local firm of 
chartered accountants, Saunders 
doesn’t find keeping to a limited 
budget at a time of escalating costs 
to be the most rewarding aspect of 
her work day. 

“Costs! Cutting costs! You name 
it. I can do it: There’s no fat on our 
budget. We've cut our costs as much 
as we can conceivably do. There's 
no such thing as ordering printed 
telephone memos, or printed any¬ 
thing for that matter, for our office. 
We do it all with a rubber stamp to 
save money!" 

“It's just a very enjoyable job. 
What I really like is that I’m part of 
the team, and treated as part. I’ve 
never had a day when I haven't had 
enough to do. And Professor Skel¬ 
ton (Robin Skelton of Creative Writ¬ 
ing, The Malahat founder and 
editor) is a rare boss. He always 
takes responsibility for any errors. 
He does the layout—he has a wond¬ 
erful eye for layout—but he always 
listens to suggestions." 

Although there is little in Saund¬ 
ers’ work background to suggest 
that she would one day find herself 
so absorbed in the production of an 
international literary quarterly, 
she is not surprised. “All these jobs 
are what you make them. I've 
always been interested in poetry 
and I’m a great reader. 

The Malahat Review, Saund¬ 
ers points out, goes to 28 countries 
and is excellent “window dressing" 
for UVic. “Our best form of adver¬ 
tising is the product. I see all the 
others (literary reviews) and I don’t 
think they’re a patch on us." 

Saunders started as a secretary 
at The Malahat, after working for 
a year for Secretarial Services, and 
found that her job responsibilities 
grew until one day she noticed that 
editor Skelton had named her 
assistant-to-the-editor on the gal¬ 
leys for an upcoming publication. 

“I’m not an editor, or an editorial 
assistant who does editorial jobs. 
I’m an assistant to the editor” she 
stresses. Skelton has full editorial 
responsibility for content and qual¬ 
ity of the quarterly, and Saunders 
handles all remaining innumerable 
details which go into putting out a 
publication, as well as assisting 
with proofreading of galleys and 
page proofs. 

This covers a lot of ground, from 
handling budgets (“It's not enough, 
but we don't like to complain. We're 
glad td be here") to handling sub¬ 


scriptions ("My goal has always 
been to increase the circulation to 
more than 1,000. Now it's just a lit¬ 
tle under 800... it’s not my area, but 
we can't promote it without more 
money to spend on advertising") to 
keeping track of contributors and 
corresponding with many of them. 

“You never know whether you’re 
going to get a letter from a univer¬ 
sity student or from Lawrence Dur- 
rell. We get a lot of contributions 
from all over the world, some of 
them very good and a lot of them 
‘junk’. There are some people who 
are professional contributors!" 

Saunders feels that “the most 
important people" are the subscrib¬ 
ers who buy the quarterly, and that 
the encouragement received in let¬ 
ters from appreciative readers 
makes all of the difficulties 
worthwhile. 

Working for The Malahat has 
put Saunders in regular touch with 
people whom she might never 
encounter face-to-face. “It’s funny, 
but you develop an amazing rap¬ 
port with people. People send me 
pictures and post cards from 
around the world ... And I seem to 
have a knack for remembering 
names, which goes over well with 
Americans," she laughs. 



Another group of people Saund¬ 
ers considers important to her job 
are campus employees in Purchas¬ 
ing, Mail and Messenger Services 
and Accounting. 

Another important group contri¬ 
buting to The Malahat's success, 
she adds, are faculty members who 
do literary translations from time 
to time, not to mention people such 
as editor-at-large Bill Thomas who 
works for The Malahat for love but 
not money. 

Saunders is the only paid 
member of The Malahat staff. Her 
work year is divided roughly into 
four quarters, each culminating in 
the publication of a new edition. 
She may work extra hours during 
the days leading up to publication 
deadlines, but never finds herself 
idle between issues. She may be 
updating contributor or subscrip¬ 
tion files, answering mail, or find¬ 
ing still more ways to cut costs, 
such as learning how to personally 
operate the Xerox word processing 
equipment at Purchasing instead of 
putting in a requisition. 

A native of England, Saunders 
trained at Pitman’s business school 
before the Second World War and 
during the war was a subaltern 
(lieutenant) in the Auxiliary Terri¬ 
torial Service (ATS), She was a 
radar operator at a gun site “as 
close to combat as you want to get, 
my dear” and came to Canada as a 
war bride with a 10-month-old 
daughter three days after D Day. 

Upon arriving in Canada, 
Saunders and her family came 
straight across the country to Victo¬ 
ria. “Thank God! It's God’s coun¬ 
try." Her husband recently retired 
and she sees retirement for herself 
not too far off. But she is too busy 
marking proofs and galleys and 
helping to put out The Malahat to 
mark time during her remaining 
time at UVic. 















Scientists seek divorce 


A majority of faculty members in the five 
science departments at UVic have voted in 
favor of establishing a separate Faculty of 
Science. 

The Faculty of Arts and Science, how¬ 
ever, has voted, by a margin of more than 
two to one, against any split in the faculty. 

At the April meeting, the Senate tabled 
the latest proposal to split Arts and Science 
into three separate faculties. 

A motion to reconstitute Arts and 
Science into faculties of Humanities, Social 
Sciences and Science was introduced at the 
Senate meeting by senators Dr. Reg Mit¬ 
chell (Chemistry) and Dr. G.R. Mason 
(Physics). 

Mitchell said he took part in the debate 
in the Faculty of Arts and Science when the 
principle of splitting the faculty was 
defeated. “Quite frankly, the debate was 
pitiful/’ he said. 

Mitchell said the faculty members 
seemed more concerned about “clout at 
Senate” than the future goals of the faculty 
or aims of the students. 

Mitchell asked Senate to refer his and 
Mason’s motion to the Senate planning 
committee. “The majority in Arts and 
Science don’t want to see the faculty split

Included in the Senate docket was a 
memorandum from Dr. John Mclnerney, 
chairman of the Biology Department, who 
reported that the five science departments 
voted on the question of the establishment 
of a separate Faculty of Science. 

There were 49 in favor of a split and 22 
opposed. 

Dr. Richard Powers (Political Science) 
said Senate is not really interested in what 
the science departments voted on. “This 
matter has already been referred to the 
Faculty of Arts and Science where it went 
down,” he said. Powers said Mitchell and 
Mason’s motion should be sent to Arts and 
Science. 

Dr. Rod Symington (Germanic) said this 
was a matter that comes up every five 
years. “If the science departments wish to 
establish a separate faculty, let them bring 
it to the Faculty of Arts and Science,” he 
said. Symington moved that the Mitchell- 
Mason motion be tabled, thus ending dis¬ 
cussion of it.

Petch snaps at UBC 


President Dr. Howard Petch has blasted 
the University of British Columbia (UBC) 
for its “knee-jerk reaction” to new profes¬ 
sional programs proposed by UVic. 

“They have a dog-in-the-manger atti¬ 
tude,” said Petch at the April meeting of 
Senate while explaining that UBC has 
objected to the Universities Council of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia (UCBC) about a new pro¬ 
gram in health records administration 
proposed by UVic. 

The UBC medical school rejected a 
health records program and UCBC asked 


UVic to look at the proposal. UVic has 
developed an extensive proposal which 
was sent to other universities for comment 
by UCBC. 

UBC has objected to the UVic proposal 
and Petch feels that this is symptomatic of 
an attitude at British Columbia’s largest 
university. “UBC seems to object to every¬ 
thing we do,” he said. 

UCBC has not yet made a decision on 
which university, if any, would get the new 
program. 



After sitting through the open session of the 
April Senate meeting, Donna Morgan (A&S-1), 
president of the UVic Debating Club, was con¬ 
vinced that the club had chosen the right gift 
for President Dr. Howard Petch, chairman of 
the Senate. In appreciation for Petch’s support 
for the club, Morgan presented him with a gavel 
for Senate meetings. “It appears to be badly 
needed,” she said after observing the debate at 
Senate, drawing nervous chuckles from 
members of the supreme academic governing 
body on campus. 


The Senate planning committee is made up of 
"deans, directors and oddballs” according to 
Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemistry). Mitchell made 
his remarks during a Senate debate on the 
annual report of the committee. The remark 
drew a smile from Academic Vice President Dr. 
Alfred Fischer (Chemistry), chairman of the 
planning committee and neither a dean nor a 
director. 


Professor John Horn (Law), U Vic’s first legal 
practitioner in residence will return to private 
legal practice in Nanaimo at the end of the 
academic year. Horn developed a number of 
innovative procedures to teach students about 
the realities of courtroom procedure that 
included the use of videotape for analysis of 
courtroom behavior and witness testimony in 
mock trial teaching programs. He was also one 
of the advisors to the winning UVic team of 
student lawyers who captured the Malcolm 
McIntyre Trophy in moot court competitions 
held in March at the University of Saskatche¬ 
wan. The competition will be held at UVic in 
1980-81 in the new Faculty of Law building. 
Horn returns to a practice of civil litigation in 
Nanaimo. 


Henri Bernier, UVic Faculty Club chef de cui¬ 
sine has won the Chef of the Year Award for the 
second year running from the 35-member 
Academy of Chefs deCuisine of Victoria. Bern¬ 
ier was born in the town of St. Thomas in the 
district of Lac St. Jean, P.Q. He attended the 
Ecole Hotellier in Quebec City, and then 
apprenticed at the Chateau Frontenac. He has 
been employed at every major Canadian 
Pacific hotel in Canada including the Empress, 
in Victoria, where he was employed before 
moving to the Harbour Towers Hotel to open 
the Ravens Restaurant. He has been with UVic 
for the past five years. Bernier received the 
award for participation in the academy’s activi¬ 
ties and for culinary skills. 


Gordon Horth (A&S-4) has been chosen by the 
Alma Mater Society (AMS) to participate in this 
year’s KEIO exchange program. The exchange 
will take place from October 1980 to July 1981 
between UVic and KEIO University in Japan, 
sponsored by the AMS and KEIO’s own student 
society. The Japanese exchange student 
chosen from KEIO will be studying at UVic in 
1980-81. Horth will live with a Japanese family, 
and study Japanese language at KEIO, while 
continuing his interests in soccer, swimming 
and other sports activities.

A recent Science Council report concludes 
that university enrolment in Canada will 
decline by 20 per cent between 1982 and 1994, 
with a resulting stagnation in faculty hiring. 
The Science Council recommends that univer¬ 
sities in close proximity develop joint graduate 
programs, that outstandingly productive 
faculty be encouraged to continue research 
after retirement, and that faculty be transferred 
between universities when research or teach¬ 
ing in any area falls below “critical mass” for 
productive scholarship. The report also recom¬ 
mends that the provinces increase support of 
university research. The report is titled “Uni¬ 
versity research in jeopardy: the threat of dec¬ 
lining enrolment”. 


How would you like to pick up a quick $50,000. 
All you have to do is present the New York 
Zoological Society with a live snake more than 
30 feet long. The society has offered an award 
for such a snake since 1910 but it has never 
been claimed despite many reported sightings 
of giant reptiles. The world’s longest snakes are 
the anaconda of South America and the reticu¬ 
lated python of tropical Asia. The longest 
snakes on record are a 37-foot anaconda and a 
33-foot python. 


Toothache sufferers may find relief by rubbing 
their hands with an ice cube. A study by three 
researchers at McGill University and the Mont¬ 
real General Hospital Pain Treatment Centre 
shows that this unorthodox treatment really 
does work. An acupuncture needle, inserted at 
a spot in the web of the hand between finger 
and thumb, is known to relieve tooth pain. On 
the theory that cold, like acupuncture, stimu¬ 
lates the small nerve fibres which send mes¬ 
sages to that part of the brain blocking pain 
signals, the researchers used an ice cube to rub 
the web of the patient’s hand on the same side 
as the aching tooth. They found that after seven 
minutes or so of rubbing, eight of 10 patients 
reported a pain reduction of more than 50 per 
cent.
